IRISH LANDLORDS MEET. 


Thry Claim Tlmt Evictions Were Forced 


on Them Tlu-nugli Pollticul Motlroi. 
DDBX.IN, Sept, 10. —At a conference oi 


Irish landlords yesterday resolutions -were 
unanimously adopted denying that tbo 
present rents prevailing In Ireland were op- 
prosslvo or that reasonable iibatemonta 
had been refused. Eents were not reduced 
In Ireland from 1S40 to 1SSO, whereas In 
England, Scotland and Wales rents during 
the same time wore increased 3'1 to -10 per 
cent. The landlords o! Ireland, it ia further 
maintained,

desire to restore amity. The recent evic- 
tions were forced on us through political 
motives." In conclusion tho resolutions 
say "We demand that tho Government 
speedily and finally settle the laud question 
in Ireland on just terms to all parties 
concerned. Including compensation to laud- 
lords for loss o£ exclusive ownership and re- 
duction o£ public charges on land."
